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are cut and the missing colors are re- 
printed. Sometimes yellow or mica back- 
grounds are added, or the signature is 
erased, a new and more popular one is 
added, and the stain is covered by a 
black or mica ground. 

The exact registration of these new 
blocks in the absence of the registry marks 
on the original blocks is the difTiculty and 
to ensure a perfect fit pinholes are made. 
These have proved the fakers' undoing. 1 n 
a so-called revamped print these pinholes 
show, though I am afraid that from now on 
they will be carefully filled with paste. 

In order to put the collector on his guard 
and to show what can be done, an exhibi- 
tion has been arranged in Room H 1 1 where 



alongside of the real old prints some ex- 
tremely beautiful and charming master- 
pieces of the faker's art are shown, some 
quite new or late, some revamped, that is, 
revived by newly added colors. The labels 
indicate what is real and what is illusion.
